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NATURE  OF  PROBLEM 


This  report  describee  the  conctruction  of  &  preliminary  fora  of  a  teat 
for  use  with  individuals  vhOBo  native  language  is  Spanieh.  The  test  ie 
designed,  to  measure  their  ability  to  understand  spoken  English.  It  is  plan¬ 
ned  to  use  this  test  in  conjunction  with  other  tests  as  a  screening  instru¬ 
ment  for  determining  vhother  Puerto  Rican  inductees  should  undergo  English 
training,  or  vhother  their  English  fluency  is  adequate  for  assignment  to 
basic  military  training  in  English-speaking  units  without  additional  English 
training.  Sufficient  English  fluency  is  defined  ae  the  amount  neceseary 
to  meet  the  individual's  military  and  social  needs.  .< 

The  program  of  which  this  project  is  a  part  calls  for  a  test  or  tests 
to  measure  the  following  abilities:  reading  English;  understanding  spoken 
English;  and  speaking  English.  Existing  testo  of  ability  to  read  English 
vore  considered  adequato  for  experimental  administration.  Tests  of  under¬ 
standing  spoken  English  and  of  English-speaking  ability  were  constructed. 

PJ  3703-01  vas  a  pilot  study  to  survey  possibilities  for  evaluating  English 
fluency.  (See  Rli  52-67).  This  research  note  (PJ  3703-02)  discusees  the 
construction  of  the  teot  of  understanding'  spoken  English.  The  construction 
of  the  test  of  ability  to  oposk  English  will  be  described  under  PJ  3703-03* 
The  administration  and  analysis  of  these  experimental  testa  of  English 
fluency  will  bo  described  under  PJ  3703-0L. 


METHOD 


Two  problems  in  the  construction  of  the  teet  of  understanding  spoken 
English  were: 


1.  What  is  the  appropriate  level  of  English  fluency? 

2.  Vhat  ie  the  teot  way  to  prosent  the  test? 


The  first  question  can  be  answered,  if  a  standard  vocabulary  list  is 
available  and  if  the  amount  of  grammar  needed  by  the  basic  trainee  is  known. 
This  information  vas  not  available.  To  obtain  it  empirically  would  have 
requirod  a  staff  of  linguists  to  cuke  a  very  extensive  study  of  the  Army's 
basic  military  training  program.  It  was  believed  to  be  more  feasible  if 
the  level  of  fluency  of  the  first  experimental  tests  vas  determined  on 
a  priori  grounds.  Accordingly,  this  vas  Cone  with  the  advice  of  the  follow¬ 
ing  personnel: 


a.  Instructors  of  the  Language  Qualification  School  at 
Fort  Devons,  Maes  . 
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b.  Headquarters  personnel,  Chief  of  Information 

c.  A  scientific  linguist  at  tha  Institute  of  Language  and 
Linguistics,  Georgetown,  University*

In  terms  of  level  of  fluency,  the  a  priori  basis  for  inclusion  of 
material  in  the  test  was  the  opinion  that  such  material  could  be  compre¬ 
hended  by  men  without  previous  military  training  and  with  a  fairly  low 
educational  level,  l.e.  below  high  school. 

The  problem  of  the  beet  method  of  presenting  the  test  was  considered 
from  the  point  of  view  of  ease  of  administration  and  scoring,  as  well  ub 
from  the  point  of  view  of  attaining  valid  responses.  Considered  purely 
in  terme  of  ease  of  administration  and  scoring,  the  best  test  would  be  a  • 
group-administered  paper-and-pencil  test  with  separate  answer  sheets.  It 
was  anticipated  that  the  examinees  would  exhibit  a  fairly  low  level  of 
verbal  ability  and  that  the  validity  of  the  responses  might  be  unduly 
affected  by  separate  answer  sheets.  It  was,  therefore,  decided  not  to 
use  separate  answer  sheets.  The  test  was  to  be  administered  as  a  group 
paper-and-pencil  test  with  instructions  and  questions  given  orally. 

In  connection  with  the  problem  of  attaining  valid  responses,  several 
additional  questions  related  to  methods  of  presentation  arose: 

a.  Should  test  directions  be  given  in  pantomime  or  verbally?

b.  If  given  verbally,  should  directions  be  in  English  or 


c.  Should  the  items  be  in  the  form  of  pictures  or  vorda? 

d.  If  the  items  are  in  words,  should  they  be  in  English  or 


e.  Should  items  be  of  the  true-false  or  multiple-choice  type? 


Since  there  existed  no  conclusive  answer  to  these  questions,  it  vae 
decided  to  attempt  a  variety  of  approaches  (described  under  RESULTS)  each 
scored  separately. 


RESULTS 

The  Test  for  Understanding  Spoken  English,  DA  PET  2509,  consists  of  five 
parte.  General  directions  are  given  in  the  Manual  for  Administering  a  Test 
of  Understanding  Spoken  Engliuh,  DA  POT  2508.  The  supplement  to  Manual-Test 
for  Understanding  Spoken  English  (POT  2508),  Part  I,  contains  the  questions 
for  Part  I.  The  Script  for  Understanding  Test,  Ports  II,  III,  IV,  and  V 
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contains  the  questions  for  the  remainder  of  the  test.  A  copy  of  PKT's 
2508,  2509,  and  supplements  is  attached  to  this  Research  Rote.  A  brief 
description  of  the  content  of  and  rationale  for  each  part  of  POT  2509  is 
given  belov. 

Part  I  consists  of  45  questions.  The  directions  are  presented  prima¬ 
rily  in  pantomime.  The  answers  are  of  the  multiple-choice  type  and  are  in 
picture  form.  The  use  of  pantomime  was  intended  to  insure  that  administra¬ 
tion  instructions  were  not  at  a  higher  fluency  level  than  the  test.  The  use 
of  picture  alternatives  vas  intended  to  eliminate  reading  ability  as  a 
component  of  the  teet  score. 

Part  II  consisted  of  25  vocabulary  items.  Ths  instructions  are  given 
in  simple  English  by  the  oxaminor .  Each  queotion  is  presented  orally  in 
English  by  tape  recorder  and  consists  of  an  important  English  word  or 
expression.  The  answers  ore  of  the  multiple-choice  type  and  are  in  Spanish, 
thus  requiring  literacy  in  Spanish.  It  is  assumed  in  this  test  that  if  the 
examinee  understands  the  spoken  English  word,  he  can  beet  indicate  that  in 
his  native  tongue. 

Part  III  consists  of  15  comprehension  items.  The  instructions  are 
given  in  Spanish  on  the  tape  recordor.  Each  question  is  presented  orally 
in  English  by  tape  recorder,  and  consists  of  a  ssntence  or  brief  paragraph. 
The  answers  are  of  the  multiple-choice  type  and  are  in  Spanish.  The 
examinee  is  required  to  eeloct  the  alternative  whloh  answers  the  question 
best.  The  assumptions  are  the  same  as  in  part  II.  However,  this  part  is 
more  difficult  than  Part  II  both  in  terms-  of  the  ability  to  understand 
English  and  to  read  Spanish. 

Part  IV  consists  of  20  items.  The  instructions  are  given  in  Bimple 
English  by  tape  recorder.  Each  item  is  presented  orally  in  English  by  tape 
recorder  and  consists  of  a  statement.  The  examinee  decides  whether  the 
statement  is  true  or  false  and  makes  an  "I"  in  the  appropriate  box  in  his 
test  booklet.  This  test  provides  an  opportunity  to  determine  whether  the 
examlneo  understands  cortaln  important  English  words  and  expressions  which 
resemble  words  and  phrases  in  Spanish  but  which  have  different  meanings. 

Part  V  consists  of  19  comprehension  items.  The  instructions  and  the 
questions  are  given  in  English  on  the  tape  recorder.  The  questions  consist 
of  sentences  or  short  paragraphs.  The  answers  are  of  the  multiple-choice 
type  and  consist  of  English  words,  phraoos,  or  statements.  This  test 
requires  ability  to  read  English.  It  is  assumed  that  the  reading  ability 
required  for  the  test  docs  not  exceed  the  reading  ability  required  for  suc¬ 
cess  in  basic  training.
